Rev. J, G, Shearer, general secre- 
tary.of the Lord's Day Alliance of 
Canada, was in Winnipeg a few 
days ago on the way to the Pacific 
coast, 

He will be xccompanied on the 
trip by Rev, W. M. Rochester 
western sécretary of the Alliance. 
Speaking to's representative of the 
Free Press in reference to the 
Lord’s Day act, passed by the 
Dominion House at its recent ses 
sion, Mr, Shearer said, “The pre- 
sent act has its imperfection , hut 
it is the best law of its kind now 
in force any vhere in the world, 
and Sunday is beiter obs rved iu | 
Canada than in any o’her country. 
Even Scotland must yield to Oan- 
ada in this respect, while some 
other countries, the United States 
for instance, are hardly to be ccm- 
pared with the Dominion in this 
regard. When the new act comes 
in force, the superiority of Canac a 
will be still more marked in the’ 
matter of Sunday observance. The 
law with reference to railways will 
forbid all general :epair work on) 
Sunday, all construction, work and 
all local making up and handling’ 
of freight trains. It will prevent 
absolutely all Sunday excurcions, 
whether by railway train, steam ' 
boat or tally—ho, or by other con- 
veyance. It will prevent the in- 
portation of Sunday hewspe] ers, 
a3 wellas their printing It will | 
forbid the opening of theatres and 
all sports and games for money or 
reward. 

“The clause in the act requiring 
that the consent of the atturney- 
general of the province must be 
secured in each instance before 
proceeding to prosecution in any 
particular case, while unreasonable 
in theory, will have no real effect 
in the enforcement of the act. We 
do not anticipate the slihtest diffi- 
culty in securing convictions owing 
to this provision, as loag at least 
as we have atforney—.eneral cf the 
same personal character as we| P 
present time.
